The bill gives every person living 
on a stream the right to the use of the same. 
This 
was the object of the bill, and th e whole object. 
FYKN1NG SESSION. 
The consideration of Senate Bill No. 211 was 
rcmn; ed. 
Mr. T y l e r quoted the legai definition of the term , 
44 riparian rights.” The bill is an attem pt to re­ 
verse the decision r.f the Supreme Court, by the 
Senator from one of the lower counties. 
The Su­ 
preme Court lias decided against the parties in San 
Bernardino, and now they come to the Legislature 
and try to reverse th a t ruling. 
It was the worst 
steal th a t has been attem pted during th e session. 
Mr. S t r e k t k r believed it to be a good and honest 
bill. 
The decision spoken of rendered a num ber of 
farm ers homeless because they are deprived cf water 
by a lot of capitalists, who have control of the 
stream s. 
Mr. IIART30N said the bill did not apply alone to a 
single case, but to all the counties of th t State, and 
lie could not support it. This bill takes away the 
rights of thousands to m eet one individual case. 
Mr. Y o u n g opposed the passage of the bill.

has long been the law th at surplus waters may be 
appropriated for various uses. 
That law never in­ 
tended to give to any man the right to appropriate 
any but the surplus waters of stream s, 
i lie ripa­ 
rian proprietors are en iiled to the use of all water 
necessary for their own needs. 
This hill proposes 
to strip them of the rights which they have always 
enjoyed. 
It proposes to subvert not only the legal 
rights, but the very n atu ral. rights of riparian 
owners 
• 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t sa’d there was a m isunderstand­ 
ing. He knew som ething of the case in San Bernar­ 
dino. This i anch was a fraudulent grant, and Poue& 
Talbot have monopolized the water, which has been 
used undisturbed by a num ber of poor settlers for 
twenty-five years. The bill, so far from being asteal, 
is intended to prevent a steal from honest settlers. 
Mr. DuB r u tz favored the passage of the bill. 
T htre was no steal in it. 
He replied to the vari- in 
criticisms of members on the floor. 
The men who 
have oppose l this bill have heretofore advocated un­ 
m itigated steals. 
Mr. T yler Said if the gentlem an referred to him 
he was a liar.

sidio.” 
General Ord, in 1868, wrote : “ This 
land which would he lost is worth at least 
81.000 an acre, and 1 recommend an earnest 
protest against a survey that would deprive 
the Governm ent of land so necessary and 
useful, which it has alw ays had and which 
the existing laws and decisions, if adhered to, 
would undoubtedly give it.”

PRINCE GORTCHAKOFF. 
The seriuus and perhaps fatal illness of 
Prince Gortchakoff may have important 
results for European politics. Though it 
has been reported for some time past that 
he was failing, and though he has not 
during the interval since the war with 
Turkey appeared to be on as good terms 
with his imperial master as formerly, there 
can be no doubt that bis judgment has 
continued to be respected in Russian gov­ 
ernmental circles, and that he would, if he 
lived, exercise an important influence over 
future events. Gortchakoff is a statesman 
and diplomatist of the old school, and not 
in harmony with the military clique that 
strives to commit I’ussia to an aggressive 
policy both in Europe aud Asia. There 
was a time, not many years ago, when it 
seemed that particularly cordial relations 
existed between him and Bismarck, aud 
when it was thought in many quarters that 
tbe two Chancellors had formed an alli­ 
ance looking to the reconstruction of the 
map of Europe. But with the cessation of 
Germany’s danger, Bismarck's cordiality 
waned, and it has been evident for some 
time that the once imposing demonstrations 
of friendship between these two astute 
men were at bottom nothing more than 
political tricks, and that they were quite 
as ready to quarrel as to embrace, if the 
policy of theirr cspcctive Governments re­ 
quired such a change of relations. The 
cons; r vat ism of Prince Gortchakoff has 
of late years several times brought him 
into collision with the CV.ar’s radical advis­ 
ers, and more than once it lias seemed that 
bis career was ended. But Russia could 
not dispense with his services, and he 
his been called to the helm after 
a shoit retirement It is believed that he 
was opposed to the war with Turkey, but 
it is by no means so certain that he is dis­ 
posed to prevent the threatened war with 
Germany, for though conservative, be is 
thoroughly imbued w ith national feeling, 
and there cm be no doubt that the ill will 
«xisting between the Russian and German 
people is both real and deep. His death 
would perhaps bring Ignatieff to the front 
again, and this would be a calamity for 
Itunia, and a boon to Bismarck. Gortcba- 
koff has done good service to Czardom 
in the past, and its need of his cool and 
clear judgment is not likely to be less in 
the future. 
THE BURMESE BUTCHERY. 
King Theebau’8 astrologers have, it is 
said, prescribed the sacritice of seven hnn- 
dred human beings, as the only means of 
restoring bis majesty to health. 
The 
worst part of the story is that t c sacrifice 
has actually been made, and as it is said to 
have included somo “ foreigners,” no doubt 
M serious inquiry » ill be set on foot by the 
Powers whose subjects are supposed to 
have been thus immolated. It must be 
admitted that there is great difficulty in 
recognizing the force of any reasoning 
against the propriety of forcible inter­ 
ference in such a case. 
The King of 
Bnrmah is a drunken beast, stained with a 
hundred hideous crimes, whose wretched 
subjects are plundered and slain at will by 
him, who insults foreign envoys and 
threatens foreign powers, and who is at 
once a danger to bis neighbors and a curse 
to his country. Certainly England has 
a much better excuse for attacking and 
extinguishing him than she had in the case 
of Cetawayo or the Afghans, and it is im­ 
possible to imagine any international con­ 
siderations calculated to interfere with so 
righteous a retribution. Undoubtedly the 
Burmese would heartily thank any power 
that would rid them of their ruffian mon­ 
arch, and it is not probable that he has 
any party left in the country by this time, 
his last atrocity having hopelessly alienated 
the priests, whose support the reigning 
sovereign has hitherto been tolerably sure 
of from motives of policy. 
Socner 
or later England will be compelled to take 
Burmah in hand and give it a civilized 
government, and unless the usual fate of 
Asiatic tyrants 6hoald speedily remove this 
one, it is probable that intervention will 
soon become unavoidable. 


THE VALUE OF CULTURE IN PUBLIC 
BUSINESS. 
There has arisen latterly a school hold­ 
ing the doctrine that education beyond the 
rudimentary stage is rather a hindrance 
than a help ; that there is a sort of excel­ 
lence in ignorance, in fact, and that the 
nearer men approach the intellectual con­ 
dition of the savage, the more likely they 
are to be capable of great things. This 
doctrine, it need not be said, is not held 
by educated men, but it has been advanced 
by uneducated men of a kind very influen­ 
tial iu modern American politics, and it 
has been employed by them a3 a justifica­ 
tion for treating all efforts toward a higher 
education with open scorn and contempt. 
The school which exults in its freedom 
from the trammels of culture has had many 
opportunities during the past twenty years 
of manifesting its real capabilities, for it 
has very commonly succeeded in acquiring 
the control of politics, and has had much 
to do with shaping legislation and admin­ 
istering the Government. Viewed from its 
own chosen standpoint, and judged by its 
own canons, this so-called “ practical" 
school cannot be admitted to have achieved 
much success. It has certainly made 
more blunders than any other element, it 
has assuredly been more easily handled 
by sinister 
agencies, 
and 
it 
has 
unquestionably failed in securing either 
more economical or better government. At 
the last general election held in this State, 
a good many of these “ practical” politi­ 
cians were elected to the Legislature, and 
to their influence must be ascribed the 
present necessity for a prolongation of the 
session ; a fact which is not difficult of 
demonstration. 
It is a characteristic 
of the school under discussion that it has 
very little respect lor parliamentary rules. 
It believes in what it calls a straightfor­ 
ward way of transacting business, aud it 
despises the restraints and the courtesies 
which experience has shown to be very 
useful auxiliaries to legislation. 
W hat 
this impatience of prescription leads to has 
been shown very plainly during the present 
legislative session. 
So turbulent and 
quarrelsome a session has never been held 
since California became a State. Scarcely 
a day has passed without bringing its cus­ 
tomary disturbance in one chamber or the 
other. The Assembly has naturally beeu 
the most unmanageable body, and there the 
proceedings have repeatedly been of the 
most extraordinary character. Now it is 
possible that the members whose practical 
turn of mind has prevent them from sub­ 
mitting quietly to parliamentary rules, 
think that they have somehow vindicated 
their manliness and independence by these 
constant outbreaks. But it is very clear 
that they have scandalously wasted the 
time for which the public pays them, and 
that in these frequent bickerings and quar­ 
rels they have consumed so much of the 
session as to render the transaction of the 
business they were sent here to do, imposi­ 
ble without an extension of their sittings. 
It must bo evident to all who have fol­ 
lowed the proceedings with any attention 
that this is the true cause of the lack of 
time which has been complained of, and 
that if business had been attended to 
strictly from the beginning, and parlia­ 
mentary rules and practices had been ob­ 
served, all the work could have been 
finished easily within one hundred days. 
It is one of the drawbacks of the “ prac­ 
tical” school in politics that its contempt 
for knowledge prevents it from availing it­ 
self of the experience of the past. But for 
this it would have been able to recognize 
the fact that the restraints used in legisla­ 
tive bodies among civilized people have been 
adopted, not from any fanciiul or fantastic 
notions of decorum, but in order to secure 
the greatest economy of time and labor. 
At a very early stage of civilization it was 
discovered that deliberative bodies could 
not afford to allow quarrelling among their 
members, and so forms of address and refer­ 
ence were adopted which assumed the ex­ 
istence of mutual respect and courtesy. It 
does not follow that real respect exists in 
such cases, but by common consent it has 
to be simulated, to the end that the pur­ 
poses of the session may not be thwarted 
byr irrelevant disputes. During the present 
session all these wise deductions from a 
venerable experience have been thrust 
aside, however, and day after day the pub­ 
lic time has been squandered in wordy 
combats, and the public money has been 
misapplied in paying for this kind of thing. 
But there is a very obvious moral to 
this case, and it is to be hoped 
that the public, 
which has 
been 
made to pay so dearly for its enlighten­ 
ment, will take the lesson to heart. It is, 
that the election of ignorant aud undisci­ 
plined men to such positions is bad policy. 
Their ignorance and want of discipline much 
more than counterbalance their “ practical­ 
ity.” They do not know howto conduct the 
public business, and they do not know how 
to take part in a discussion without quar­ 
reling. Their disregard for parliamentary 
customs renders them bad law-makcrs. 
Their want of education afflicts them with 
a self-consciousness which causes them to 
be continually obtruding their personality 
in debate. They are far more easily cir­ 
cumvented by shrewd schemers than better 
iuformed men. 
And their “ practical” 
sense invariably breaks down when put to 
the test. We think that when the people 
of California have had time to reflect upon 
this matter they will determine to try no 
more experiments of the kind, but that 
they will perceive the advantage of some 
degree of culture even in so completely 
practical a matter as the management of 
public affairs. 


THE DEBRIS QUESTION AT WASHINGTON. 


the capacity for lucid reasoning, that while 
they deprecate any proposition to tax the 
people of the State for the abatement of 
the debris evil, they are emphatically in 
favor of taxing the people of the entire 
United States for the same purpose. If it 
is not right that the people of the State 
should be made to contribute to such an 
end, it must be much more unjust to tax 
the whole nation for the purpose. The 
line of argument which denies the justice 
of State taxation necessarily involves a 
denial of the justice of national taxation, 
and therefore, according to the view of 
these people, there exists nowhere a right 
to levy taxes for the debris matter, save 
upon those who are notoriously too poor to 
bear the burden alone. Those, on the con­ 
trary, who maintain the equity of State 
taxation for this purpose, are completely 
consistent in claiming national aid also, 
and their point of view embraces so broad 
an aspect of mutual obligations and inter­ 
ests as must suffice for the easy solution 
of even more difficult and extensive 
problems than the present one. 


THE APPEAL TO SPIRITUALISM. 
An appeal to Spiritualism lias often been 
made in the interests of justice and hu­ 
manity, but wc do not know of an instance 
in which mediums have succeeded in dis­ 
covering secrets of this kind. Recently in 
this city they have signally failed in con­ 
nection with the disappearance of a well- 
knou n citizen, and now in San Francisco 
one of them has volunteered some informa­ 
tion regarding the Severance case. This 
San Francisco medium professed to have 
witnessed the murder while in a clairvoy­ 
ant condition, and stated that it had been 
committed by a Portuguese, who, accord­ 
ing to her story, had previously drugged 
his victim. She described the place where 
the body was hid, but, unfortunately for 
the interests of science, she subsequently 
declared that the corpse had drifted away 
from this place, and that it would prob­ 
ably not be found for some time. It will 
be seen that in this case there is no possi­ 
bility of testing the correctness of the al­ 
leged vision, and this kind of obstacle is 
singularly apt to occur in similar instances. 
But Spiritualism has made so many fail­ 
ures in attempting to trace crimes and mys­ 
terious occurrences of all kinds that the 
world no longer expects much from its 
votaries, and even when they come forward 
with positive assertions as to their occult 
knowledge they do not And many believers.

THE INCREASE OF IMMIGRATION. 
Evidently the tide of immigration is 
setting strongly to this country from Eu­ 
rope, but it will not be welcomed as en­ 
thusiastically as of old. For experience 
has shown that there is danger in this wave 
of new material, which brings to these 
shores no familiarity with democratic in­ 
stitutions, which is only too easily con­ 
trolled by crafty demagogues against tbe 
best interests of the Republic, and which 
lias already divested several great cities in 
the Union of their American characteris­ 
tics, and has made them practically for­ 
eign. There is room enough and use enough 
for every immigrant, aud their value as 
men and women is fully recognized. But 
it is being more seriously questioned every 
year whether it is compatible with the 
safety of the Republic to admit so large an 
alien element to full political equality, and 
whether it is not desirable, and may not 
be found necessary, to interpose some 
longer period of trial between the landing 
and the voting.

The 
debrig bill once passed at Sacramento, Con­ 
gressmen Berry and Page can with confi­ 
dence urge the justice of a national appro­ 
priation, and there is no reason to appre­ 
hend the failure of their appeal under 
such circumstances.

The new wharf being built at Port Costa 
is to be over 1,000 feet long and will re­ 
quire 1,000 piles, averaging SO feet in 
length. The width of the wharf will be 
about SO feet.

About a thousand persons visited the 
British ironclad, Triumph, on Saturday af­ 
ternoon. 
It is proposed to convert the Lick House 
dining-room, now closed, into a hall for the 
use of balls, parties aud meetings. 
The steamer Belgic, which sailed on 
Saturday for China and Japan, took 15 
cabin passengers, and 160 Chinese in the 
steerage. 
Collections of internal revenue in this 
district during the past week amounted to 
§39,1S7 31, making a total since January 
1st of §718,215 59. 
The amount realized from the sale of de­ 
linquent real estate is about §82,000. The 
collections on bills at the Tax Collector’s 
office last week reached §150,000. 
It is reported that James B. Angelí, the 
new United States Minister to China, will 
soon arrive in San Francisco, and will re­ 
main here some time studying the Chinese 
question. 
A Parnassian sheep at Woodward's Gar- 
deus gave birch to four lambs on last Fri­ 
day. This is an extraordinary circumstance 
from the fact that this species of animal 
has never been known to bear more than 
two lambs at one litter, and seldom more 
than one. 
Alfred E. Davis, President of the South 
Pacific Coast Railroad, and his friends left 
Wright’s at 1:30 P. M. yesterday w iih a 
special car aud engine for the Felton Big 
Trees, going through the large tunnels. 
This is the first passenger train that has 
gone through to Felton. 
The revenue cutter Thomas Corwin came 
down from Astoria on Friday last under 
telegraphic orders from the Treasury De­ 
partment at Washington, and it is pre­ 
sumed that as she is the largest and strong­ 
est vessel in the revenue service on this 
coast she will be loaded with supplies for 
the relief of the missing Arctic whalers.

S enate. 
Washington, April 12th.—Vance introduced a bill 
limiting the use of the Pa e patent, and practijally 
annulling the law under which ii was issued. 
By Covert—Reducing the duty ou lead ore. 
Pendleton, from the conference committee on the 
census bill, reported an agreement that the public debt 
statistics should be taken by a sjiecial agent instead 
i.f enumerators; that copies of the returns should 
not be ecnt to the State officers ; that Alaska be in­ 
cluded in the census, and that other changes be 
made in the bill. The report was laid aside. 
The Geneva Award hi 1 was taken up and Mc­ 
Donald advocated his substitute—classifying the 
various claims, lie argued that the award was not 
merely an award of damages, but the r-atisfactiuu of 
a natural claim. 
At the c nclugion of McDonald's speech the Ute 
bill was taken up. 
Teller moved to strike out the clause exempting 
from taxation for 25 years the land held by the In­ 
dians in severalty. Adopted—40 to 5. 
An amendment was t ffered that if the Utes fail 
to ratify the agreement within four months they 
forfeit th ir rights iu the reservation. Adopted. 
Also, Teller’s amendment that nothing in the bill 
shill prevent a settlement of the Soutnern or Un- 
c tmpahgre Utes on lands of the Uuitah reservation 
if the Indians desire to settle there. 
Plumb offered an amendment limiting the time 
for which the United States shall support the In­ 
dians to five years. Rejected. 
Ingalls claimed that the Indians were not paupers, 
and if left alone would be veiy rich. 
'] hurman held that it was inconsistent to exempt 
the Indians who are made citizens by this bill from 
taxation. 
The bill then passed —37 to 16. 
The conference report on the census bill was then 
taken up and adopted. 
Eaton said he would antagonize the General 
Award bill with the Consular Appropriation bill. 
Adjourned. 
H o a se. 
"Washington, April 12th.—Among the bills intro­ 
duced to-day was one by Berry, explanatory of the 
Act granting lieu lands to the State of California. 
By V\ hiteaker of Oregon—To select a site for a 
navy yard on the northwest coast. 
By Goode of Virginia—Authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to secure adequate coaling stations for 
the use of the Navy at proper points on the At 
lantic and Pacific coasts, Central America and the 
American Isthmus. 
The Senate bill appropriating 8200,000 for the 
erection of posts on the Kio Grande iron tier was 
passed. 
Chalmers introduced a joint resolution that the 
purchases of United States bonds by the Secretary of 
the Treasury recently have unsettled the mock 
market, am! might cause a suspicion of stock 
jobbery, and bring discredit on the Government, 
and making it unlawful to purcha-e for the Govern­ 
ment any bonds except after a week’s notice of the 
amount. 
Ueddes introduced a constitutional amendment 
against a third term. 
The Speaker presented a message of the Presi­ 
dent, transmitting the report of the Secretary of 
State respecting Chinese immigration. Referred. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole for 
three hours’ debate on the army bill. 
Price contended that the amendment had nothing 
in it.Butterworth considered it important. It was dif­ 
ferently construed by the President ami by the 
Democrats. If this amendment were adopted it was 
proposed to count in a Democratic President in this 
chamber in 1881, whether ele ted or not. If the 
Piesident vetoes it the Democrats would rai-e the 
cry of “ Bayonets at the polls," but the people would 
not be alarmed or deceived. He gave notice of an 
amendment which would clearly define the limits of 
this plan proposed by the Democrats, providing for 
the arrest and punishment of men approaching the 
polls w ith guns, pistols or deadly weapons. 
Bayne said the amendment was simply intended 
to keep the army from the polls. 
Brown and Williams of Wisconsin denounced the 
amendment as i logical and unconstitutional, as 
abating the power of the President under the Con­ 
stitution. 
Cogwell and Dunnell closed the debate, and sev­ 
eral amendments were rejected. 
«parks’ amendment was amended so as to allow 
troops to be used, on application of a Legislature or 
Governor, to repel domestic violence.

BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 


The Board of City Trustees met yesterday 
with all the members present. 
John Cunningham, chief engineer of the 
water works, reported that during last week 
S,007,COO gallons of water were pumped and 
20 cords of wood consumed. 
F. T. Phillips, at the request of the Board 
•f Health, was appointed Health Officer. 
A demand having been made by P. H. 
Coggins, Justice of the Peace, for an allow­ 
ance for office rent, Mayor Turner reported 
that attorneys differed in opinionson the con­ 
struction of the law, some thinking that for 
the present the law was not applicable to 
Sacramento. The Board finally declined to 
pay any salary or office rent to J ustices of the 
Peace. 
The ordinance in regard to the duty of the 
Poundmaster was amended so as to include 
the entire city in the operations of the law. 
Bids for sprinkling the streets for the en­ 
suing season, commencing April 30th, and 
ending November 1, 1880, were opened and 
contracts awarded as follows : District No. 1 
to John Wall, for $1,780 ; District No. 2, to 
Thomas Hannon, at $1,425; District No. 3.

C ity J ustices 
o f 
th e 
P eace.—Senate 
Bill No. 118, which has passed and become a 
law, provides that in each city of more than 
20,000 and less than 30,000 inhabitants there 
shall be elected two Justices of the Peace, 
who shall pay all fees which they receive into 
the city treasury. It also says that every 
Justice of the Peace shall receive a salary of 
$2,000 per annum, and also an allowance for 
office rent, and that all such officers already 
elected shall holiLoffice for one year after the 
1st of .lanuary next succeeding their election. 
According to this law Sacramento will be en­ 
titled to only two such officers after this 
year, though there are now three. It is 
claimed by some attorneys that each of them 
will be entitled to a salaiy this year, and by 
others that no salaries can be paid to them this 
year, or until there are but two officers. 
Another attorney expresses an opinion that 
the Justices must turn over fees to the city 
treasury, but that the law does not say that 
the salaries mentioned are to be paid by the 
city. 
In onler to settle the matter, Justice 
P. H. Coggins recently made a demand 
upon the Board of Trustees for an allowance 
for office rent. The matter was referred to 
Mayor Turner, and he yesterday reported 
that attorneys disagreed in opinions as to 
whether the city would have to pay the sal­ 
aries this year. The bill for office rent was 
unanimously rejected. Justice Coggins then 
asked the Board to make a test case, involv­ 
ing all the points, so it could be decided upon 
by the Superior Court. The Board, how­ 
ever, refused to do this, and the Justices 
will not draw any pay unless they can sue 
the city and get a decision in their favor.

POPULATION OF AFRICA 


Accurate statistics of the population of 
Africa, and especially of the interior por­ 
tions of the continent, are, of course, not 
yet obtainable, and it will probably be 
many years before several of the populous 
districts now known will be sufficiently ac­ 
cessible for a thorough census ; but much 
important information lias been gathered 
about the distribution of the inhabitants 
and the density of the population in the 
different parts of the country. 
In the re­ 
gion of the great lakes, for example, there 
are countries as thickly settled as many of 
the States of Europe — relatively small 
areas, which, according to Stanley, possess 
millions of inhabitants. 
Behna states that 
the negro regions are by far the most pop­ 
ulous, while the desert parts represent the 
other extreme. 
M. A. Rabaud, in a paper 
published ia the “ Bulletin of the Mar­ 
seilles Geographical Society,” gives the fol­ 
lowing as the population of the different 
subdivisions of the continent: In ths Sou­ 
dan, the population is estimated at 80,000,­ 
000, or about fifty-three per square mile ; 
the town of Bida, on the Niger, contains 
80,000 inhabitants. 
The population of 
East Africa is estimated at 30,000,000, and 
that of Equatorial Africa at about 40,000,­ 
000. 
One of the latest authorities divides 
the population as follows among the great 
families into which ethnologists have sepa­ 
rated the peoples : Negroes, 130.000,000 ; 
Hamites, 20,000,000 ; Bantus, 13,000,000; 
Foolahs, S,000,000 ; Nubians, 1,500,000; 
Hottentots, 5Q.000. 
This would give a 
total population of 172,550,000. 
These 
figures are, of course, only approximate, 
and both German and English geographers 
think them too low, the former estimating 
the population at 200,000,000.—[Popular 
Science Monthly.

then went to the edge of the nest and the 
Hen buried her head in his breast and was 
refreshed. 
W ithout hands and without a 
sponge, what more could he have done? 
2. Tne following spring the same bird was 
hanging in a window with three other 
canaries, each in a separate cage. 
I 
was sitting in the room, and heard my lit­ 
tle favorite give a peculiar cry. 
I looked 
ud aud saw all the birds crouching on their 
perches, paralyzed with fright. 
On going 
to the window to ascertain the cause of 
their terror, I saw a large balloon passing 
over the end of the street. 
The birds did 
not move till it was out of sight, when 
they all gave a chirp of relief. 
The bal­ 
loon was only within sight of the bird who 
gave the alarm, and I have no doubt he 
mistook it for a bird of prey. 3. I have a 
green and a yellow canary hanging side by 
side. 
They are treated exactly alike, and 
are warm friends. 
One has often refused 
to partake of some delicacy till the other 
was supplied with it. 
One day I had five 
blossoms of dandelion ; I gave three to the 
green bird, two to the yellow one. 
The 
latter Sew about his cage, singing in a 
shrill voice, and showed unmistakable 
signs of anger. 
Guessing the cause, I 
took away one of the three floweis, when 
both birds settled down quietly to enjoy 
their feast.—[London Spectator.

THE KANE INVESTIGATION. 


S peech of th e Hon. G rove L. Jo h n so n , In 


th e S enate of C alifornia, F rid a y Evening-, 


A p ril 9, 18S0. 
* 


The question being: on a resolution offered by Sen­ 
ator Enos, to suspend Senator Kane for the re­ 
mainder of the session, Mr. Johnson said : 
Mr. President, I regret that 1 am not well 
enough to speak upon this matter as I would like. I 
regret that I ain compelled to speak at all, but I do 
not propose to sit still and permit the Senator from 
the Tenth (Mr. Dickinson) to be the only Senator on 
this floor to raise his voice in favor of equal and 
exact justice. In listening to the speeches of the 
Senator from Plumas (Mr. Cheney), and from the 
Thirteenth (Sir. Eros), and the Senator from Marin 
(Mr. Sears), I had almost thought, sir, that this 
Senate haa been turned into an amphitheater in 
which to utter fulsome eulogie* of Ireland and the 
Irish people. 
# 
I, sir, live in America ; I am an American citizen ; 
I drank dceo of the pure waters of American law, 
and follow American customs, believing them t j be 
better than any other. This, sir, is a question that 
interests legislation. 
It is a question not merely be­ 
tween Thomas Kane and this Senate, but between 
all legislitiou that may be attempted at this session, 
or that may be attempted at any subsequent session 
<>f the California Legislature. If this Senate says 
by its cowardice in this matter ; if it says by its vote 
in this matter that a Senator may be permitted to 
cast wholesale reflections upon any bill, or upon any 
measure—if this Senate says by its vote to-night 
that a Senator may be permitted to defeat such leg­ 
islation ‘as he thinks is wrong by such means as were 
adopted by Seuator Kane, then, sir, the end of law, 
the end of discus-ion, the end of wise legislation 
ha3 been reached in California, and it will only need 
for a Senator to rise in his place and say “ some 
friend offered to bribe me,” and the bill fails, ? nd 
the Senat .r receives the plaudits of an admiring 
public, and Í9 complimented ou his devotedness to 
the customs of tt e old world. 
1 rec< »giiize no such Law ; I believe in no such cus­ 
tom. 
1 believe a man must be judged by his a els— 
not by his w'orda. The defense is made upon the 
right hand, by two Senators who hive spoken, that 
Senator Kane is a fool or next to it; the defense is 
made upnu the left hand that Senator Kane deserves 
well of the State because he has “ put up a job,” 
and because he was smart enough to inveigle a 
lobbyist into circumstances such that he might be 
able to expose him. Upon which side of the ques­ 
tion will the friends of this substitute place tnem- 
sclves? There is this proposition very plainly stated 
—either Senator Kane lied, or he has been bribed 
If Senator Kane lied he ought to be exjxdled ; if 
Senator Kane was bribed he ought to be expelled. 
This question has that appearance and none other 
There 
car. be no other legitimate deduction 
from 
his 
speech 
and 
from 
his 
testimony 
than 
that. 
The 
Senator 
from 
the 
Thir­ 
teenth (Mr. 
Enos) 
alludes 
to the fact that 
Senator Kane took the oath of office here w ith up­ 
lifted hand. He did. We all did i t ; yet Senator 
Kai.e comes before this Senate wúth that oath fresh 
upon his conscience—with that oath recorded by the 
God that rules the world—and asks this Senate to 
excuse him from fulfilling that oath because he does 
not like to violate his word. Are we prepared to 
•ay bv our votes that we regard a man’s word more 
than we regard a man’s oath ? Gentlemen, if we 
support the resolution of Senator fc nos, backed by 
the defense made for Senator Kane, we do say so by 
our votes; f«»r the only defense made for Senator 
Kane being that he does not wish to break his word, 
but is willing to break his oath. Is that the custom 
of the country that the Senator praises? Is that 
the custom we wish to see established in t-.is land— 
th at a man’s word is better than his oath ? 1 do not 
believe in such sophistry; 1 will not bow the knee 
to any such Bad as that. 
1, for one, sir, regard this 
not as a case of sympathy. 
I am not one of those to 
be led aside from the path which I deem to be right 
and just by any florid or rhetorical appeals to my 
sym|>athctic feeling, especially when I can look back 
in the pa-t and see that this is the third time that 
Senator Kane has upon this floor made these same 
insinuations, and given utterance to this same kind 
of talk. 
Twice the Senate passed it over, and the news­ 
papers of the State (I beg pardon for mentioning 
them), abused this Senate, uud some of them—one 
in particular, said the Senate was afraid to investi­ 
gate this matter. 
Now, for the third time, Senator 
Kane makes these charges upon the floor, they are 
investigated, and we arc asked, in the name of sym­ 
pathy, to pass them idly by, because Senator Kane 
reverences some Old World superstition. 
Sir, allu­ 
sion has been made to husbands and wives refusing 
to testify; allusion has been made to fathers ie 
fusing to testify. 
My reading of Homan history 
teaches me that there was a father in Home who 
killed his son because he did wrong. My reading of 
Irish history tells me that a father there hung a 
•on who was guilty of a crime. 
Which precedent 
will you follow 1 They are both before you. 
1 do 
■ot blsrae Senator Kane so much in this mat­ 
ter as 
I do 
the unclean ingrowth of this 
unlicensed 
abuse of 
public men and 
public 
measures that is becoming almost a disease in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Men without warrant, men without learn­ 
ing, have abused people; newspapers destitute of 
principle and character, as some are in this State, 
have abused public men and public measures, and 
it was not to be wondered at that a Senator who 
had filled himself at such a fountain should have 
been guilty of such remarks as Senator Kane has 
been guilty of. But ignorance < f the law excuses 
no man, and a man should 1 e judged by his act*, 
and his acts should be judged by their consequences. 
I submit to this Senate—1 submit to the people of 
California, if it is right, if it is proper, to leave it in 
the power of one Senator to defeat, or attempt to 
defeat, any measure, by being permitted to use such 
expressions as were used by the Senator from the 
Kiev*. nth District (Senator Kane). 
Charity, sir, or sympathy; which is it? To be 
chanta le is the duty of all mankind ; but have we 
no charity for ourselves? Have we no charity for 
the law? Have we no desire to protect ourselves, 
our people and our legislation ? If we have we will 
do what 1 will do—vote f r the resolution intro­ 
duced by the Senator from the Tenth (Mr. Dickin­ 
son), which is, in my judgment, the only manner in 
which we can protect ourselves, protect our legisla­ 
tion and protect the State. 
I am not here as an en­ 
emy of Senator Kane ; I am not here flaunting itv 
own purity ; i am not here parading my own sym­ 
pathies or charities. 
I am her:* to do that which 1 
think is rig h t; to do that which I think the law and 
the facts of this case demand. 
I am here to say for 
•ne that a man's oath should be regarded more than 
a man's word under any such circumstances as 
these. 
The President -Your time has expired. [Cries of 
Leave, leave!”] 
Senator Johnson—Mr. President, the Senator says, 
Shall we send him forth branded to go among the 
people as Cain of old did ? I ask, Shall we send him 
forth trium phant? Shall we send him forth boast­ 
ing? Shall we send him forth at liberty to say, “ I 
defied the Senate” ? Shall we send him forth to go 
to any part of the State and boast th a t44 honest Toni 
Kane did not give a man away” ? Shall we send him 
forth t be permitted to say, “ I told them I had 
been offered a bribe. I told them a man had offered 
me $1,000, and I would not tell them who the man 
was, and they did not do anything to m e” ?

We must 
see to it that this man is not permitte . to go forth 
like Coriolanus of Home to boast of the wounds he 
received, but branded—branded because he has dis­ 
obeyed the Constitution he was sworn to support - 
because he has violated his duty as a Senator ; be 
cause he has violated his oath as a Senator.

There may be Senat*.rs who want to 
imprison him, but I do not want to imprison him. I 
desire him to be suspended until Friday. 
I have 
not that inhuman brutality to want to imprison 
Senator Kane iu the Sacramento County Jail. I want 
any Senat.tr to show me where the power is to send 
him to jail. 
We can suspend him, we can turn him 
out of the Senate, but 1 hope the Senate will not 
ask that he be put in jail. 
That he sh .uld be put 
into the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms I have no 
objecti at. 
Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I have not any in­ 
human brutality in me, and I have not the fear of 
Thomas Kane before ray eyes either to make me to 
vote :uo>inst sending him to jail. The Senator may

*rhaps under-taml that. 
1 say I know that there 
—that there is plenty of law to «end this man to 
jai!, and if the Senator knew as much law as ie 
thinks he docs, he would know it. 
If he knew as 
mucn about parliamentary U v as he ought t \ he 
•w *«i’d know it had been done in the psst. The Su­ 
preme «four*<f the United States deeded in the 
case of Mr McCarty, editor of a paper, that a Senate 
cou d do it. 
I am willing to vote for him to go to 
jail bee iuse he ought to go to jail. As representing 
the views of .he SenatorY have drawn a resolution 
which I will send to the Secretary's desk—a resolu- 
t:0 i of thanks. 
Mr. Enos—Is it in order to read that? 
The PreM ent—Yes, sir. 
The S -cretary read : 
Ile$oloed, Tuat the thanks of this Senate be and 
are here'-y tendered t> Tom Kane for keeping his 
word with a criminal at the expense of the Senate.

SENATOR 
JOHNSONS 
REMARKS 
SATURDAY 
EVENING, APRIL 10, 1880, ON RESOLUTION 
RELEASING KANE FROM COUNTY JAIL AND 
SUSPENDING HIM. 
Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I do not arise to 
a question of privilege. 
I have not read the article 
in ihe newspaper of which the Senator made men­ 
tion. 1 arise, however, to «^ffer a resolution in ref­ 
erence to this matter, and I respectfully ask the 
indulgence of the Senate while I preface the resolu­ 
tion v.ith a few remarks. 
Last evening, sir, I voted 
in «avor of punishing Senator Kane, believing that 
be deserved punishment; believing that be deserved 
punishment of the highest kind. Last evening, sir, 
I voted to expel him, believing he deserved to be 
expelled 
Last evening. I voted to imprison him in 
the County Jail, believing that he ought so to be 
imprisoned. 
I then voted without sympathy; 1 
then discussed the rm ttcr without sympathy, I then 
asked no sympathy for him, but for justice. I tin n 
asked to protect the dignity and the honor of this 
¡Senate, and its individual members. But, sir, iu 
my judgment, the honor of this Senate ha$ been 
sufficiently protected, and the dignity of this 
Senate has been sufficiently maintained. For the 
firet time in the history of California a Senator 
has been imprisoned in the County Jail by order of 
the -enate. But, sir, the Senator was in contempt 
of the Senate, anil it could punish him by higher 
kiuds of punishment, or it could show its power by 
simple imprisonment. Our power has been shown 
by ihe Senate in reaching forth its arms of iron and 
seizing one of its own members—one of its equals— 
and p acing him in the County Jail. Sir, I think we 
have done that which justice, that which law, de­ 
mands. To-night I am ready to answer the call of 
sympathy, and without consultation, save with my 
colleague—and right here let me say that during 
the session oí this Senate I have always consulted 
my colleague before acting 
upon measures—1 
desire to present a 
resolution for the release 
from imprisonment of 
Senator Thomas Kane. 
I do it, sir, not by reas n of any article in the news­ 
papers, for I have not read them, not because I have 
changed my views as to the gravity or extent of the 
offense, or the necessity for or severity of the punish­ 
ment deserved by Senator Kane, but because 1 now 
recognize the pardoning power. 
I now recognize a 
claim for mercy and sympathy which last night I 
felt it my duty to resist and repel from my bosom. 
To-night I find that we stand in the same position 
as that occupied by the Governor of the State, when 
a felon Las been confined in the State’s prison, and 
an application is made to him to pardon that felon. 
We should exercise the pardoning 
]>ower for 
charity’s sake and for our o* n sake. 
1 am informed, 
by those who claim to know, that Senator Kune has 
not manifested any anger at the Senate at the posi­ 
tion i* was forced to assume. That he has, so far 
from entailing any lawsuit or pr cecdings upon us, 
so far from filling the air or the papers with re­ 
proaches or maledictions, quietly, and I may add, 
manfully, submitted to what has followed his actions, 
and as a man should who recognizes the fact that lie 
is acceptrag the punishment of his crime, and is 
willing to bear that punishment, realizing that it 
was not inflicted in malice or in haste. Sir, under 
circumstances such as these I believe wc would be 
acting as honest men and wise legislator to extend 
the pardoning hand, and, metaphorically speaking, 
strike the shackles that bind the body of Thomas 
Kane in the County Jail of Sacramento. Therefore, 
sir, I have prepared a resolution looking to that 
end. 
I think, after examining the matter, that it is 
right, and I shall vote for it. 
I have carefully and 
candidly considered the sentence and the charge, 
and I ask Sen dors now, to do that which in their 
ami my opinion we could not do last night—listen 
to the cry for sympathy and the appeal for mercy; 
to give weight to the tears ami sorrow of his sick 
w ie and the appeals of his children. I ask you now 
to extend mercy to the culprit. I ask you now to ex­ 
tend to the one sentenced to punishment- and to 
just punishment- -that mercy which could not be 
given last night. I ask you now to unite w’iih me in 
throwing o|>en the prison doors, and permittingThoe. 
Kane once more to walk as a free man in the land. 
I believe that he has been punished sufficiently for 
his sins. I believe that this has taught him a lesson, 
which will ever be engrafted on his heart. I believe 
that the people of this State have been taught a 
lesión. I believe that the body of men who fill the 
lobbies and interest themselves in legislation have 
been taught a lesson. 
I believe we have maintained 
our honor aud dignity, and now I ask you that wc 
prove our manhood by extending sympathy and 
pardon and mercy to the offender. [Resolution in­ 
troduced read.] 
Mr. Burt—Has Senator Kane decided to divulge 
the name of the man who tried to bribe him ? 
Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I desire to say that I 
have had no communication, directly or indirectly, 
with Senator Kane. I have not seen him or spoken 
to him, nor to any one representing him, nor have I 
written to him or to any one for him, nor received 
any word from him, or any one representing him, at 
all. 
I know not his views. 
[These remarks were made after Mr. Dickinson had 
offered an amendment, and Messrs. Dickinson, Tray­ 
lor, Sears and Zuck had spoken. | 
Mr. Johnson—I was well aware, sir, when I intro­ 
duced this resolution, that my action might be criti­ 
cised. I accept that responsibility, and I propose to 
abide by the resolution. 
I have nothing to retract 
of what 1 said last night. 
I thought then that Sen­ 
ator Kane was guilty. 
I thought then that Senator 
Kane ought to be punished. 1 have not changed my 
views since lust night upon that subject. 1 argued 
as strongly then as 1 do now that he should be pun­ 
ished ; that he should be punished in the severest 
manner known to law. This Senate by a majority 
vote decided otherwise. 
It was stated and cited last 
night that the only method of handling the matter 
was to adopt a resolution imprisoning Senator Kano. 
Still 1 did not at that time agree with that punish­ 
ment, not thinking it severe enough, but I voted for 
it rather than have no punishment inflicted upon 
the Senator. 
I am not sorry for my action, my vote 
or my word. 
I have nothing to apologize for. 
I am 
exceedingly sorry that language of that kind has 
been used this evening. The question before us to­ 
night, it seems to me, is riot whether Senator Kane 
was or was not guiity of the crime—whether he was 
guilty or was not guilty of contempt of the Senate. 
We have settled that m atter; we have decided those 
propositions, each and all, adversely to Senator Kane. 
We have said by our votes that he was guilty of 
contempt of this Senate. 
We have siid by our 
votes that he should be punished. 
We have in­ 
flicted upon him some punishment. 
The question 
now before us, as Ijlook at it, is. Has that punish­ 
ment gone fir enough? 
Have we sufficiently pun­ 
ished Senator Kane to vindicate ourselves, and to 
teach him that ho has made a mistake ? I am well 
aware, sir, that every parent has a moral and a legal 
right to punish his children, but I never knew of a 
parent that refused to stop punishing his child 
when he thought the punishment had gone far 
enough. It is good, Mr. President, to have a giant’s 
strength, but it is wrong to use that strength like a 
giant. This Senate has that giant strength. This 
Senate has used that strength in \indicating itself, 
and in punishing one of its members. The ques­ 
tion for us to decide now, is, Have we used sufficient 
of that strength to warn others against infringing on 
our privileges or committing a contempt of our au­ 
thority ? If in the punishment that we have meted 
out 
to 
senator 
Kane 
we 
have 
sufficiently 
complied 
with 
the 
law ; 
if 
by that pun­ 
ishment 
we 
have 
crecte I 
a 
warning- 
p»st sufficient 
to give 
understanding 
to all 
in the future that they must not in any manner 
offend against our privileges or offer any insult to 
the representatives of the State, have we not done 
euough? This is n o ta reopening of the case; it is 
not a technicality, nor, in the language of the Sen­ 
a or from Alameda, is it an application for a new 
trial. D is simply an application to this Senate for 
pardon to a criminal. 
It is claimed by the oppo­ 
nents of this resolution that Senator Kane can 
purge himself from his contempt by divulging the 
name of the party. 1 have naught to say in refer­ 
ence to that save that it is true, and that he should 
divulge the name of the party seeking to bribe him. 
But *rantin,' all that, it yet remains that Senator 
Kane has sinned and has suffered punishment, as 
he should, and bears that deserved punishment as a 
man should. Oug t we not, then, to be w»I ing to 
make the first advances towards closing this un­ 
happy and unpleasant gap in his life and his connec­ 
tion with this Senate? Blessed is he who forgives 
w hí!i asked; blessed is he who accepts advances 
made in chanty and peace, but thrice blessed is he 
who, believing himself in the right, extends the 
hand of charity and iriendthip to him who has done 
wrong. I believe this Senate has done right.. I 
be ieve that this Senate ought to have inflicted a 
severer puni-hment upon senator Kane. 
But hav­ 
ing inflicted the punishment that a majority of the 
Senate deemed proper, and he having, 1 think, been 
sufficiently punished, all we need at this time to do 
is, I think, to say to Senator Kane, we will forget 
this, Senator Kane. We will let you go from the 
prison house. The resolut on introduced by the 
gentlemau from the Tenth, Mr. Dicki son, and af­ 
terwards withdrawn, and then again offered by my 
colleague, will perhaps meet the views of a majority 
of this Senate. I have no desire to influence any 
Senator’s vote upon that proposition. As I state* 1 
at the outset, I introduced this resolution without 
consul'ing any Seuator save my colleague. I intro­ 
duced it without having read any of the new spaj>er 
comments upon our action of last night. I intro­ 
duced it without c nsulting with S liator Thomas 
Kane, dircctlv or indirectly. I introduced it believ­ 
ing now just assCrongly as I stated last night, that 
Senator Kane was guilty and should be punished. 
But I thought it w as w ise for us to show that we 
could forgive as well as punish. 
I introduced the 
resolution for that purpose. I trust that the reso­ 
lution will be adopted. 
I trust that will end the 
matter. 
I am exceedingly sorry that some Senators 
have called question and time, not, however, during 
my remarks, and have intimated that we ought not 
to discuss this matter again, for I regard it as a very 
important epoch in the history of our State. I ap­ 
prehend that there is not a Senator here upon this 
floor that would change places with Senator Kane 
for all the gold locked up in the State Treasury. 
Has 
not 
the 
punishment 
been 
suffi ieut ? 
Last night, in the heat a t excitement of the debate I 
did no thiuk that imprisonment iu the County Jail 
was sufficient punishment. To-day, while thinking 
the matter over, it seemed to me such punishment 
was sufficient. 
I would not have received it for 
worlds. I had rather die first. Rather would I 
have promptly left the Senate by ray resignation 
than to have received the p íuishnient inflicted upon 
senator Kane. And I wish again to be understood 
that I believed last night, and believe now, 
that be deserved the punishment, but I think 
w} have punished him 
sufficiently. I do not 
desire to appeal to your sympathies f r Sen­ 
ator Kane. 
1 do not desire io say anything 
out of keeping wiih the a-gument advanced upon 
that proposition—but I ask the Senate, carefully, to 
say upon this proposition whether or uot it is’best 
for the Senate to be charitable in this matter, not 
because the culprit is Senator Kane or because he 
is not, nor because of his intelligence or foolishness, 
nor because we have exercised our power, m r be­ 
cause we have punished the offender, but because it 
Hal wavs wise to listen to the voice of charity after 
hiving* satisfied the demands of justice and the 
ci*iuis of law. 
1 am informed by a Senator upon 
this fl >or that it is the intention of Senator Kane 
not to return again to this Senate this ses-fon. no 
matter what our votes to-night may be. Therefore, 
while I m wilting to accept the amendment offer, d 
by my colleague, which is the same as tli-t offered 
b 
editor Dickinson, it would be accepted only as 
a «oaipromise. I do not desire to tav e up the time 
of this Senate, but will accept the am 
ent 
offered hr my colie «gue, and hope the resolution as 
amended will be adopted.
